Further regarding claim 7, In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain features of applicant's invention, it is 
noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e. timer inside of the ink jet printing device) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). 
Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re 
Van Geuns, 988 F .2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir 1993) 

In response to applicants arguement that the examiners conclusion of obviousness is based upon improper hindsight reasoning, it must 
be recongnized that any judgement on obviousness is in a sense necessarily a reconstruction based upon hindsight reasoning. But so 
long as it takes into account only knowledge which was within the level of ordinary skill at the time the claimed invention was made, and 
does not include knowledge gleaned only from the applicants disclosure, such a reconstructuion is proper. In re McLaughlin, 443 F .2d 
1392; 170 USPQ 209 (CCPA 1971) 

The amended claim language including "the timer is operated by power supplied from a local battery and configured to set an internal flag 
when a power failure of the local battery has occurred; setting the internal flag in a register of the timer when a power failure has occurred 
in the local battery of the timer; setting an updated time as the internal time when the power failure has occurred based on the result from 
the determining step where the updated time reflects correction from an error caused by the power failure of the local battery; and clearing 
the flag after setting the new time at said setting a new time step" raises new issues and will need further consideration and an updated 
search 
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
